He was a native 
of the state of Minas Geraes and his 
success was the outcome of a coalition 
of the principal states 
t against 
San 


Paulo, which has supplied all past presi- 
dents. 'Dr. Penna was one of Dora Pe- 
dro's ministers .who accepted and sup- 
ported the republic. • Penna had 
been 


president of his state and governor'of 
ttrc bank of the-republic..-'He Was vie* 
president of the republic a-nd president 
of the'senate at- the time "of his--elec- 
tion to the chief magistracy. The presi- 
dent of the republic is Nilo Pecanha. 


Raised Sugar Duty.

Pcnna's administration was the author- 
izing of the 830,000 naval loan, the re- 
duction of the duty on American pro- 
ducts, the raising of the duty on sugar 
and the signing of an arbitration trea- 
ty with Argentina. 
' Dr. Penna received the officers of the 
American battleship fleet on its cruise 
around the world in January of 1008. 


FOOLISH LEGISLATION. 


Fond du Lac Reporter: The bill pro- 


hibiting children under ten years of age 
from selling newspapers has passed the 
assembly and is in a fair way to pass 
the senate. -To our mind it is a fool- 
ish piece of legislation. 


The child labor laws that arc now on 


the statute books were enacted on the 
theory that the child should not be per- 
mitted to work when it should be in 
school and so far as' they accomplish 
this purpose they nre wise laws.. The 
law prohibiting the selling of newspapers 
adds nothing to the force of the laws 
now in force, so far 'as the object to 
be attained ift concerned and it does take 
from many lads the opportunity 
to 


earn a few often badly needed pennies 
and dimes; pennies and dimes which 
may be most welcome to purchase the 
clothing required to'enable the boy "to 
make a presentable appearance in the 
school room. 


This money can bo earned by selling 


pnpers morning and evening' before and 
after school, «nd there are hundreds 
of boys in-the larger cities' '.who are 
earning money in this way. 
They arc 


little businessmen, getting their first 
lessons in the great contest of life, and 
benefiting far more by their labor' as 
newsboys'than they would if they were 
running, about the streets idle, or doing 
Komc harder kind-of work for less re- 
muneration.

ALDRICH MEASURE

YARN WILL SOON BE LUXURY 


To Evade Increases, "Women of Land 


Will Hare to Confine Selves to Cheese 


Cloth and Like Material—American 


Mills Already Pay Sixty-Six Per Cent 
Annual Dividends bnt Hunger for Mow 


By means of an inordinately developed 


system of jokers, the tariffs on .cotton 
and wool in the Aldrich senate bill have 
been raised far above the figures of 
the Dingley bill, although to the in- 
experienced eye, the rites !>eom only 
slightly higher'than'in the previous bill. 
Although even benator Aldrich admits 
that cotton ^yarn and thread are not 
luxuries, if the millions of users of there 
articles were to conform to the senate 
leader's ideas, they would have, to make 
dresses and underwear of cheese cloth 
and goods of similar character to keep 
within the limit of 100 threads to the 
square inch and seven cents a yard tariff 
accorded them. 


Raw material is cheaper in this coun- 


try than in any of the cotton manufac- 
turing countries, and the cost of pro- 
duction is as low as in England. 
In 


spite of this an increase of seventy-five 
per cent above the present rate has 
been skillfully concealed in the jokers. 


First Additional Duty Appears. . 


As an illustration, paragraph 321 pro- 


vides that "ail cotton cloth, mercerized 
or subjected to any similar 
process, 


shall be subjected to an additional duty 
of one cent per yard." The words ''sim- 
ilar process," contain a joker" which 
makes the additional duty applicable-** 
nearly "every yard of cloth tl*at may.' 
be imported. -Paragraph 318 ' contains 
another and even more effective joker 
in the provision that n any cloth con- 
tains a single.; thread that has been 
mercerized, the whole cloth shall be' sub- 
jected to the added duty. 


If the cloth is bleached, a. higher duty 


U charged, which increases gradually.in 
accordance with the number of threads 
and the weight per yard. Finally, if the 
cloth is "dyed, colorca. stained, painted, 
or printed," the duty is still higher and 
again rises according to the number of 
threads per square inch, which deter- 
mines its fineness. But the Aldrich bill 
introduces new subdivisions under -each 
of the classes mentioned, based upon 
the value of the cloth with the result 
that some of the specific rates are in- 
creased outright as.much as 100 per cent 
above the Dingley. while other increases 
are conveniently disguised by changing 
ad valorem rates to specific, or by pro- 
viding that in no case shall the specific 
duty be less than 30. 35. or 40 per cent 
ad valorem, according to the class of 
the goods. 


Count Every Thread. 


This paragraph also provides that in 


arriving at the total of threads in the 
square inch of cotton cloth, all the warp 
and filling threads shall be counted, and. 
that in the ascertainment of all par- 
ticulars, including weight and value, the 
entire fabric shall be included. 
This 


means that an enormous increase will 
be added to the duty, upon almost every 
kind of cotton cloth, other than the coar- 
sest kind of unbleached goods. 


These increases have been quietly in- 


troduced into the hill, in spite'of th« 
fact that for the past years, the Amer- 
ican cotton manufacturers have declared 
annual dividends as high as 66 per cent 
of their capital stock, and that all t&r- 
itf experts assert the American mills 
could hold' their own against foreign 
competition without protection of ' any 
kind.

The testimony of Henry Overbcek, who 


served as chief game warden during the 
closing years of Gov. La Toilette's ad- 
ministration, was also given to the gov- 
ernor and attorney general. Overbeck, it 
will be remembered, testified that he 
charged the expense of political trips 
to "the state while in office. 


The fact that the governor and attor- 


ney general are now "officially" inform- 
ed" of what they have long known, is 
due to a resolution adopted by the inves- 
tigating committee just before it ceased 
its labors, the resolution carrying merely 
the recommendation that the state of- 
ficials take such action as they may sec 
lit.

These however, declined 
to sec the joker and afraid of free wool 
assented to the Aldrich schedules. 


Dolliver wanted the two classes con- 


solidated which would have immensely 
benefited every wool grower 
in 
the 


country, but this amendment so entire- 
ly fair, was rejected by the'senator rep- 
resenting the interests. 


Despite the heroic and intelligent fight 


conducted by Dolliver and T.a I'ollette, 
nothing could be done. 
It was also 


sought to have it so that wool garments 
would only be tariffed for the amount of 
actual wool in them, but as before, it is 
the entire weight of the garment that 
will' pay the tariff freight. It is a sin- 
gular thing where able men show up 
the inconsistency and the tricks em- 
ployed in wording that secure far more 
protection than the mere text implies, 
that 'those so vitally interested fail to 
give their support. There is no revision 
downwards on excessive woolen sched- 
ules or even removal of jokers.
